General and higher class licensees will 
be given a license with all frequency priv- 
ileges of the ITU region 1 except 160 meters 
where a special permit is usually required. 
There are some variations and your ARRL is 
the best source for up-to-date information. 
If you want the very latest on reciprocal 
licensing write to ARRL, 225 Main Street, 
Newington, Connecticut 06111 and enclose 
a SASE for a prompt reply. 

German licensing is handled by the Pos- 
tal and Telecommunnications Service in 
Duesseldorf, Federal Republic of Germany 
and is fairly representative of the other 
western European countries, as well. For 
example, they issue a class C license to 
USA Technician licensees good for 144 MHz 
and up. (Note: there is no 50 MHz amateur 


band in Europe). Class B goes to Generals 


and higher. Your Power Class is determined 
by plate dissipation of the final amplifier 
and Class B is good for up to 150 Watts. 

Two meter FM is great. Repeaters are all 
open but require a tone-access control (1750 
Hz burst). Don't worry about it if your

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AMATEUR RADIO OPERATION IN EUROPE 


CABLE TV POSES INTERFERENCE THREAT TO AMA- 
TEUR RADIO: 

Cable TV companies are allowed to use 
various frequencies to rebroadcast their 
programming....including amateur radio spec- 
trum. The president of the Columbia (SC) 
Amateur Radio Club, Phil Wade(KA4JPM) noted 
in their newsletter that 145.25 MHz is the 
frequency allocated to Cable TV's Channel 
18 and that it had been heard on two me- 
ters. FCC specs say the cable companies can 
radiate .1 microvolts per square meter at 
10 feet using a half wave and you should 
be aware of this. It is the cable TV's res- 
ponsibility to be certain that no inter- 
ference exists. If you suspect a cable TV 
interference problem we suggest you send 
a report of this to the ARRL intruder 
Watch program and notify your local FCC 
field office. And speaking of intruders, 
did you know that there are now 429 broad- 
cast stations using 121 frequencies in 
our 80, 40, and 20 meter bands? 


LOW COST BURGLAR ALERM has been invented 
that uses piezoelectric technology to 
detect any movement of a door or window to 
which it is attached. The $10 matchbox siz- 
ed intrusion alarm emits a radio frequency 
Signa. with a range of about 200 feet act- 
ivationg sirens, lights or police calling 
systems. The Cambridge, MA, developer says 
no wires need be attached to the device 

and it is practically immune to jamming or 
false triggering. Commercial development is 
being sought.

JAMMING THE MARITIME MOBILE Service Net 
on 14.313 has brought license suspensions 
to two Extra Class licensees. According 
to the FCC, W1GM of Sanford, Maine, and 
K4MME, Cantonment, Florida, had both mal- 
iciously interfered with the net on var- 
ious occasions from August, 1980, through 
May of this year. Their scheme was to 
operate split frequency so close to the 
net on 14.313 that their sidebands would 
interfere with net operations. On one 
occasion, May 17, operations by the pair 
interfered with a California Coast Guard 
station's attempts to obtain Maritime -> 
Mobile Service Net assistance for an 
operation.
